""The .Germaii government attaches no. less importance to the 


sacmt principles of humanity than the government, of the United 
States. It again fully takes into account that both

for many years co-operated in developing international law in c'on- 
i'orniiiy with these principles, the ultimate object of which has al-. 
ways been to confine warfare on sea and land to armed forces ot 
belligerents and safeguard as far 
as possible, 
non-combatants 


against the horrors of war. But although these considerations are 
of great weight, they alone would not, under present circiimstaiiocs, 
h»ve determined the attitude o the German government. 


"For, in answer to the appeal by the 
government o£ the 


United States on behalf of-the sacred principles of humanity lincl 
international law, the German government must repeat once more, 
with all emphasis, that' it was not the German, but the British gov- 
ernment which ignored all accepted rules of international law and 
extended this terrible war to the lives anil property of non-com- 
h'alants, having no regard whatever for the interests and 
rights 


of neutrals and non-combatants that, through this method of war- 
fare, have been severely injured. 


Allege British Conduct Illegal Warfare

"In self defense against the 
illegal conduct of British war- 


fare, while fighting .a bitter struggle for national existence, Ger- 
many had to resort to the hard, but effective weapon of submarine 
warfare.

The government of the United States would 
have been certain of attaining this end had it been detennined to 
insist against Great Britain on the incontrovertible rights of free- 
dom of the seas. But as the matter stands, the 
German people 


is under the impression that the government of the 
United 


States, while demanding that Germany, struggling for existence, 
shall restrain the use of an effective weapon, and, while making 
compliance with these, demands a condition for maintenance of re- 
lations with Gtrmany, confines itself to protests 
against 
illegal 


methods adopted by Germany's enemies. Moreover, the

people knows to what considerable extent its enemies are sup- 
plied with all kinds of war material from the United States. 


Threatening Doom Over Civilization The Guide 


"It will, therefore, be understood, that the appeal made 


by the government of the United States to sentiment of hu- 
manity and. principles of international law cannot, under the 
circumstance, meet the whole hearty response from the Ger- 
man people which such an appeal, otherwise, always is certain 
to'find he-re..

sels, both within and without the area declared a 
naval war zone, shall not be sunk without warning and 
without saving human lives, unless the ship attempts 
to escape or offer resistance.'

Expect Great Britain To Observe Rules 


"Accordingly the German government is confident that in con- 


iequence of the new orders issued to the naval forces, the govern- 
ment of the United States will also now consider all impediments 
removed which may have been in tha way of mutual co-operation 
oward restoration of the freedom of the seas during the war, as 
suggested in the note of July 23, 1915, and it does not doubt that 
the government of the United 
States will now demand and insist 


that the British government shall forthwith observe the rules of 
international law universally recognized before the war as are 
aid down in the notes presented by the government of the United 
States to the British government-December 28, 1914, and Novem- 
ber 5, 1915. 


"Should steps be taken by the government of the United States 


to not attain the object it desires, to have the laws of 
humanity 


followed by all belligerent nations, the German government would 
then be facing a new situation, in which it must reserve to itself 
complete liberty of decision. 


"The undersigned avails himself of this opportunity to renew 


to the American ambassador assurances of highest consideration."

Officials Disappointed

Washington, May 5-The first portions of the German reply to the American demands for a change 


in German submarine warfare were read by officials here with undisguised disappointment. The tone of 
the first portions was oUuch character that some officials feared a break in diplomatic relations was 
forecast, the unofficial copy was sent to President Wilson as rapidly as it was received. He had no en- 
gagements outside of the cabinet meeting which was expected to be devoted almost exclusively to the 
German situation. No action-will be taken until the official text of the note has arrived here and has been 
studied by the president and Secretary Lansing. The president has already discussed with his cabinet 
the steps to be taken in case the note was found to be unsatisfactory.^ 


The official text is expected to be here before Sunday, the anniversary of the sinking of the Lusi- 


tania. It was generally expected that whatever action is taken by the American government probably 
will come on that day, 'The president has already informed congress of his intention to break relations
